The indictment is for murder in the
first degree. It appeared from the testimony
that on the evening of the 2Uth of February,
the prisoner and William Cooney, the de-

ceased, had a fight at the Coke Oven, in the
vicinity of Smith and Front-street- s ; the
prisoner, who, wna the smaller man. got
Knocked down' and was kicked in the head.
The parties were then separated, and all
seemed quiet for about ten minutes, when
the prisoner went aside, brought back a
shovel, and struck the deceased a blow in
the bead which knocked him down, and
then struck him lour or nve times again.
The deceased was taken to the station-hous- e

that night, and on the following morning
was removed to the Commercial Hospital,
where he died on the 4th of March some
three days after the injury was inflicted.

The state abandoned tne charge ot murder
in the first or second degree, and claimed a
conviction only for manslaughter; and the
defense admitted that the crime ot man-
slaughter was made out.

Judge Carter instructed the jury to exam
ine the testimony and return such verdict as
they conceived the evidence established in
view of the law (which he stated to them),
defining the various grades of homicide. -

The Jury brought in a verdict ot man
slaughter after about an hour's delibera-
tion.

Strong Southern Arguments Against
eeaMloa.

The Alabama State &nfin2 presonls to Its
readers the following arguments in opposi-
tion to the secession of Alabama from the
Union and the formation ot a separate Gov-

ernment. The editor of the Stnllml has'
long been a lending Democrat of that State,
and in the late contest supported Douglas:

"Our friends would dissolve the Union
Lincoln is elected.

"They would dissolve It bhcausa we can
not get an equal Bhare in the Territories.

"Would a dissolution bring bock the Ter-
ritories?

"But our slaves escape to the North.
"Well, we have a Fugitive-slav-e Law,

United States Courts, Commissioners and
Marshals.

"But they won't enforce the law.
"But they do enforce in some, in many

cafes.
"But they ought to enforce it in all cases.
"So they ought, but whot then?
"Why, dissolve the Union.
"Dissolve the Union, and you dissolve the

Fugitive-slav-e Law. Do this, nnd you con-
vert every State into a Canadian province.
Yon Could not of right demand your slaves
in Arkansas. When did you ever recapture
a slave from Canada or Mexico?

"Now turn to the map of the United States.
Look at the situation of Delaware and Mary-
land. What is to prevent their slaves from
foing to Pennsylvania and New Jersey,

to Virginia and Kcntnckv. Side by
side you bave Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indiana
and Illinois. The river is frozen in the win-
ter. It is dry or shallow in summer. A
man can swim it, cross it in a boat, on a
plank, a raft, or on a fog, at any season.

"Look at Missouri, Arkansas and Texas,
particularly Missouri. There is Illinois on
the east, Iown'on the north, and Kansas on
the west, all tree ntates. Dissolve the Union,
and they become to Missouri, each of them.
foreign gortmmcnit, precisely such as Canada
and Mexico, where your slave, once be en-
ters, bad as well be dead or free. In the
Union, as things remain, the slave knows he
is liable to be pursued and brought back,
nnd will not hazard the attempt to escape.

"Then we will bring five hundred.
"And they will bring a thousand.
"What comes next but an armed invasion,

and proclamation offering freedom to the
slaves? These five States poll nearly half
million, more than two-fift- of the entire
vote of the South."

The True Reason por Secession in the
Cotton States. A Virginia correspondent
writes from Richmond wbat is not new, but

The men in this section
among whom I class some of our wisest rep-
resentatives in Congress seem to entertain
very slight hopes of any good result from
coutnern iomerence.
